Noble  Maurice  Fitzgerald,  Duke  of  Leinster,  Marquess  of  Kil- 
dare  in  the  County  of  Kildare,  and  Earl  and  Baron  of  Offaly 
in  the  County  of  Kildare  in  the  peerage  of  Ireland,  and  Vis- 
count Leinster  of  Taplow  in  the  County  of  Buckingham  in 
the  peerage  of  Great  Britain.
